ARRIVAL OF REGULAR POLICE 
WELCOMED BY CITIZENS; 
FIFTY DEAD IN RIOTS 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSITE DISPATCH] 

ESSEN, May 23.—The arrival of 
trained police at Bochum and at 
other strike zones in the Ruhr to- 
day was welcomed by the German 
Officials as being certain to 
liquidate the unrest among the 
large numbers of workmer now on 
strike. The officials predicted that 
there now would be little more 
trouble from the Reds. 

Sixty-five police from Duessel- 
dorf were sent into Bochum to re- 
inforce the firemen and White 
guards, who, since Friday night, 
had been ‘besieged in the head- 
quarters of the firemen. On the 
arrival of the policemen, there was 
a rapid disappearance of all the 
wearers of red armleta. 

The local guards and firemen at 


several towns in the Ruhr have

The German officials 
express the belief that the situation 
now will take on tge aspect of an 
ordinary strike and that the reign 
of terror attributed to the Com- 
munist element, in which nearly 
fifty persong have been killed, will 
come to an end. "The casualties in 
Bochum, according to the Germans, 
have been eighteen persons killed 
and many wounded in three days 
of fighting.

The new school building boused 
fourteen students during the past 
year under the tutelage of Mie 
Eunice Emerson, and six eighth 
graders were graduated with ap- 
propriate honors on Friday, last. 
This is the largest class which has 
ever been . graduated from the 
school. 

Miss Emerson has pupils of all 
ages, two taking high-school work 
and the others rgnging down ,to 
primary students. Some of thém 
came from as far as the Cuyamea 
Valley and a row of narrow wood- 
en etalis at the back of the school 
‘lot, testify that horses are used 
in this remote section of the coun- 
ty Instead of the ever-present auto- 
mobile. 


IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED 
Plans are under way, states Mr. 
Cookiman, to give regular high- 
school courses next year at this 
school instead of conveying the 
students to the nearest high school 
as is now the case. With this 
arrangemént, children living up in 
the Cuyama Valley will have this 
advantage. 

The old building will be turned 
around and remodeled and 
teacher placed in charge. A sew- 
erage system in both buildings, an 
acetylene lighting plant, a deeper 
well and tank for piping water in- 
to the buildings will be among the 
improvements that will take place 
in the summer in preparation for 
the fall 

With a more plentiful supply of 
water, trees shrubs and flowers

The dresses of dull Dive and 
green told of toil, those of tan and 
orange told of steady growth; 
orange and yellow, wisdom; 
and maize, the fruition of past 
effort. 

The third group of years, 1903- 
1907, was preceeded by standard 
bearers in bizarre trappings and 
furbelows, puffing siceves 
sweeping skirts. The dresses of 
yellow and jade green typified the 
foundation of hope. The gold 
group represented the advent of 
adequate rates; the apple and blue 
greens presaged the bright years 
that were to come. ' 


Two standard bearers in the 
fourth period of years marched

Psychological reasons caused the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday to 
change the name of the County 
Hospital to the Los Angeles Gen- 
eral Hospital, The hospita] will 
be known by its uew name 
Friday. 

The change in the name of the 
hospital was approved by the 8Su- 
pervisors in gsccordance with rec- 
ommendations of Superintendent 
N. R. Martin. It was pointed out 
by Mr. Martin that the present 
name of the hospital has led to 
the belief that it is entirely a char- 
itable institution. For this reason 
many patients who otherwise 
would go to the hospital have re- 
fused treatment there, Mr. n 
stated. 

The new.name is expected to 
eliminate this complaint and to 
bring to the hospital more general 
recognition. It was pointed out 
by Supt. Martin that the hospital 
is one of the best equipped in the 
country and is ranged as the third 
best in the nation, the Massa- 
chusetts and Chicago General hos- 
pitals being rated above the local 
institution. 

With its name changed the in- 
stitution is expected to take its 
place as second best in the United 
States. At present it has 1300 pa- 
tients. The staff is comprised of 
1800 physicians. The hospital has 
grown rapidly in a few years.

SAN DIEGO, May 29.—Prices 
for the 1923 crop of tuna, albacore 
and other commercial fish, an- 
nounced here today, show «a 
marked reduction from former 
prices, and particularly the prices 
that prevailed during the war.
